"Sociability  is  one  of  the  elemental  qualities  in  man,  and  men.  especially  younsj;  men, 
have  tile  social  instinct  in  a  verv  marked  de<j;ree.  This  has  lH.'en  true  at  all  times.  Init 
reiiiarkablv  so  is  the  vouti|l;  man  of  to-day  possessed  by  a  stnmsj  desire  for  social 
life.  To  meet  and  know  others  is  his  ambition,  lie  must  make  friends.  His  social 
nature,  inherent  within  him.  calls  loudly  tor  companionship,  and  because  this  desire  for 
sociabilitv  is  so  stroiifj.  it  is  dan.ijerous  if  perverted.  He  will  choose  bad  comprinions  if 
he  cannot  find  some  of  the  riijht  sort,  and  here  is  where  the  Association  has  found  its 
o|i])ortMiiity.  " 

The  ^'oun!L^  Men's  Christian  .\ssociati:>n  has.  perhaps  more  than  any  Dtlier  or- 
};;anisatioii.  reco|j^nised  the  importance  of  this  work  and  planned  to  iiieit  the  social 
needs  of  men  in  every  iiossible  way. 

There  is  no  ciass  distinction,  the  mechanic  or  the  clerk  who  niav  be  eaniiiii;  a 
CO   ,     latively  small  salary  can  have  as  ii"'"'  ''  x'uuv  as  tlce  son  of  a  millionaire. 

1  he  builditiij  is  o))en  to  members  from  S  a.  m.  to  lo.,^o  p.  m..  :md  youni;  men  are 
conliall)  invited  to  visit  the  rooms  and  meet  the  secretaries  and  leani  something  "f  the 
advantatjes  of  the  A.^sociation. 

Dtirin;..^  the  winter  a  number  of  recejitions  and  socials  are  beiiiy;  arraiiffed,  as  well 
as  a  iiuiiiber  of  informal  iiatheriiit^s.  to  brinjr  the  members  and  their  friends  together 
for  pleasant  evenings. 

I'txA  and  billiards  form  a  pleasant  way  to  sp.iid  an  hour  in  a  social  way,  and  in 
connection  with  these  i.iaiiies  a  tournament  is  l>eint;  arraiifjed.  .\  separate  (james'  room 
for  the  I'.oys'  l)e))artmeiit  ha-  just  been  fitted  up  and  snjjplied  with  the  folloiviiiK 
jj;ame>  :  checkers,  crokinole.  l)in)j;-pc)n}i;,  domiiKK's.  etc.,  etc.,  antl  tournaments  will  Ik- 
special!)  arranged  for  the  tws. 


BOYS'  DEPARTMENT 


The  IJoys'  Department  is  now  recognized  as  one  of  the  most  imjiortant  branches 
of  our  work.  The  care  of  the  bodies  of  our  boys  is  no  longer  left  to  chance.  The 
value  of  the  men  of  the  ne.xt  generation,  the  physical  efficiency  of  the  nation,  is  now- 
known  to  be  too  great  to  make  feasible  the  neglect  of  the  toy.  who,  if  he  gets  the 
chance  lo  which   he  is  entitled,  may  l)ecoiiie  a  useful  and  valuable  citizen. 

The  Young  Men's  Christian  .\ss(Kiation  presents  to  the  average  parent  an 
opportunity  for  his  son  to  get  well  directed  exercise,  calculated  to  remedy  his  phy- 
sical shortcomings,  and  to  make  him  a  young  man  gwKl  to  look  u\mn.  as  well  as 
healthy  and  strong. 

During  the  summer  months  a  great  deal  of  athletic  practice  is  carried  on  in  the 
open  air,  and  in  winter  group  contests  and  competitions,  basketball,  etc.,  are  indulged 
in;  but  while  games  and  athletics  furnish  plenty  of  exercise  and  usually  fresh  air, 
little  attention  is  paid  to  the  position  of  the  bod>  and  the  kin<l  of  muscular  effort 
involved.  One  of  the  most  important  functions  of  the  GMiinasium  Department  is 
to  ascertain  the  special  needs  of  the  different  boys  am!  to  teach  them  individually  or 
in  classes,  or  both,  to  do  those  exercises  in  a  way  which  will  "even  up"  growth  and 
development  in  all  directions,  correct  postural  defects  and  train  habits  of  graceful 
and  effective  movements.  Athletic  games  and  sports,  whether  carried  on  in  the  gym- 
nasium or  in  a  field  nearby,  should  be  supplemented  by  systematic,  rational,  g>ninastic 
work  in  classes  and  individually.  In  this  way  the  spare  time  of  every  boy  may  be 
fully  occupied  with  healthful,  varied  exercise,  selected  and  arranged  with  a  view- 
to  enable  him  to  reach  the  highest  standard  of  physical  perfection  to  which  his 
inherited  tendencies  and  limitations  entitle  him. 

The  effect  of  such  a  regime  on  his  character  and  moral  development  is  of  the 
utmost  importance  and  is,  of  course,  the  ultimate  purpose  of  the  gymnasium. 

The  Boys'  Department  is  divided  into  two  sections.  Junior  and  Intermediate. 
The  former  including  boys  between  the  ages  of  twelve  and  fifteen  years,  the  latter 
from  fifteen  to  eighteen  years,  inclusive. 

The  privileges  of  the  Junior  Section  are  as  folows :  Library,  gymnasium  classes, 
shower  and  swimming  baths,  games  room  and  meetings  of  various  kinds  as  arranged 
by  the  committee.  Juniors  are  not  allowed  to  use  or  frequent  the  building  in  the 
evenings,  except  by  special  arrangement.  The  privileges  of  the  Intermediate  Section 
include  reading  room,  library,  shower  and  swimming  baths,  gj'innasium  classes, 
athletic  field,  social  privileges,  practical  talks  and  lectures,  educational  classes  on 
payment  of  tuition  fees,  games  room,  at  hours  ])rescril)ed  by  the  committee  of  man- 
agement. 

Special  entertainments,  social-,  outings,  rambles,  etc.,  w^ill  be  arranged  in  the 
season  for  members  of  the  Boys'  Department. 


RELIGIOUS  WORK 


We  do  not  call  this  a  (I'partimMit.  Ijei-ausc.  as  one  l.as  already  said.  "Religion 
may  not  be  set  otT  In  itself  for  one  lionr  a  day  or  a  day  of  the  week  or  a  department 
of  life  work.    It  is  a  part  of  all  or  a  stranger  in  all." 

Whilst  we  have  regular  schedul.d  classes  for  I'.iliL-  >tudy,  men's  meetings  of  an 
evangelistic  nature,  etc.,  the  aim  of  the  .Xsswiation  is  to  provide  a  real  Christian 
atmosphere  in  all  its  department-  It  will  he  our  aim  to  keep  before  our  "lind  con- 
stantly the  basis  of  the  .\ssf)ciation : — 

"The  Young   Men's  Christian   Association   seeks   to    unite    those    who, 

regarding  the   Lord  Jesus  Christ  as   their  (iod   and  Saviour,   according  to 

the  Holy  Scriptures,  .lesire  to  be  His  di.sciples  in  their  doctrine  and  in  their 

life,  and  to  associate  their  efforts  in  the  extension  of  His  Kingdom  among 

young  men." 

A  word  as  to  what  the  Association  is  doing  for  the  spiritual  welfare  of  young 
men  may  be  gathered  from  the  following  figures  taken  from  the  Year  Rook  just 
published.  Attendance  at  liible  study,  865.8.^6  men:  27,931  boys.  The  nmnlK-r  of 
men  and  boys  having  professed  conversion  during  the  year  is  20.116.  4.934  of  whom 
are  reported  as   having  united   with  local  churches  as  a  direct  resuh  of  .\s.sociation 

effort.  . 

For  sixty-five  years  the  Young  Men's  Christian  .\ssociation  has  provided  oppor- 
tunities of  Christian  fellowship,  instruction  and  service,  and  we  plan  to  give  every 
young  man  an  opportunity  of  serving  his  fellows. 

Sunday  Morning,  10  A.  M.— An  informal  Hible  study  cla~s  is  conducted  by 
.\ssistant  Secretary  ThMiiison.  Ust  season  this  class  was  confined  to  men  resident 
in  the  building,  but  this  year  it  is  proposed  to  throw  it  open.  The  course  of  study 
for  the  year  is  "The  Gootl  Xew  of  Jesus  Christ  as  Told  by  John." 

Sunday  Afternoon.  Men's  Meeting,  4- 15-  Held  in  the  Main  Hall  of  the  building 
and  addressed  by  the  leading  laymen  and  ministers  of  the  city.  The  nuisic  will  be 
a  special  feature  of  this  nieetmg. 

Every  young  man  ought  to  spend  Sunday  afternoon  in  some  such  meeting  as  this 
and    we   extend   a   cordial    invitation    to    everyone  to  attend. 

Come  \'oiirsclf  and  frri'/i.^  the  other  fdliw. 

Sunday  Evening,  8.15.  .A  fireside  song  service  is  held  every  Sunday  evening 
at  which  favorite  hymns  are  sung  and  a  little  infomial  talk  is  given.  This  service 
is  specially  helpful  in  bringing  our  young  men  together  and  forming  acquaintances 
helpful  and  interesting,  ^ren  from  the  Old  Land  and  from  diflferent  parts  of  the 
countrv  are  met  with  here,  so  come  along. 

Bible  Study  and  Teachers'  Class.  This  class  is  conducted  by  the  Secretary.  Mr. 
F.  C.  McGonigle.  and  the  course  of  study  is  the  Intenia'.ional  Sunday-school  Lesson 
for  the  following  Sunday.  .\  strong  invitation  is  given  to  all.  particularly  Sunday- 
school  teachers,  of  either  sex.  and  the  aim  of  the  leader  will  be  to  give  a  general  out- 
line of  the  lesson  and  adapt  it  to  the  various  grades  of  Sunday-school  classes.  The  class

— Tlu-re  is  no  section  of  our  religious  work  that 
l)rinj;s  to  its  workers  so  nuich  real  satisfaciion  as  the  above.  .Many  a  lime  we  have 
seen  thv'  smile  of  jLfratitude  on  the  face  of  a  sutiVrini;  railroad  man  in  our  hospitals 
when  he  sees  the  \' .  .M.  (.' .  .\.  visitor  c  >minij  down  the  ward.  Often  times  away 
from  home  and  friends,  his  loneliness  and   !,doom  is  dispelled  hv  such  a  visit. 

Durinir  the  past  season  this  work  has  been  carried  on  under  the  !ea<lership  of 
Mr.  Sam.  I'ugh.  who  will  be  j;lad  to  hear  from  anyone  willing:  to  co-o])erate  in  this 
work.
